words from the craft world 



I t's been London Fashion Week so we are 

all aflutter. There were more parties and 
receptions than you can shake a knitting 
needle at. First stop was Fashioned at Craft 
Central, a satellite exhibition to showcase the 
amazing work by young designers who are 
making it themselves. First up was the lovely 
Grace Hamilton - remember her from One 
to watch in issue 126? -with her fantastical 
crocheted necklace creations. She was 
exhibiting alongside Alison Willoughby, queen 
of the embellished skirt. I had the pleasure of 
working with Alison on her book 49/2 Skirts that 
comes with its own pattern in the back so that 
you can have a go at making one yourself. She 
has branched out into embroidery in wools, 
which are tactile and an oddly wearable way 
of using up all those scraps of yarn. Yvette 
Estelle Jeffrey is fresh from Gray's College of Art 
leaving there this time last year. It's not knitting, 
but this cowl would translate into a structured 
knit beautifully. I might leave out the rusty nails 
though if I was making if for myself... 

Somerset House courtyard was a-buzz with 
fashionistas. The Estethica showcase is selected 
by the British Fashion Council and included 
two great knitwear designers Devika Dass 
and K2TOG. As the name suggests Estethica 
designers are chosen for their commitment 
to working in a sustainable way.

Awards. Katie also studied at Central St Martins 
(what is it about that college?) and is up-cycling 
sweaters to make them super-modern. I can 
see a whole new neon lease of life for my old 
Aran sweaters after this. I love these 'high 
fashion' ideas that can be so quickly and cheaply 
replicated by us mere mortals in the real world. I 
would definitely wear that to the supermarket and 
another way to use up scrappy ends of yarn.

Yarn review 

As spring turns to sunn nner Jeanette Sloan tries out the latest yarns 
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1. Mirasol 
Hachito 



Mirasol Hachito is a fingering 
weight blend of 80% wool and 
20% nylon. As you'd expect from 
Mirasol, it's a superior quality 
hand painted yarn, which knits up 
evenly to produce a lightweight 
fabric, making it hardwearing 
enough for socks but also soft 
enough for baby knits. It knits to a 
standard tension of 30 sts and 42 
rows and there are 12 lively shades 
to choose from including shade 
007 Twilight, shown here. Pattern 
support is available in a collection 
of five individual patterns that 
include small accessories such as 
socks, cowls and full size garments 
for adults. To add to its appeal, 
this yarn is easy to care for as it can 
be machine washed on a gentle 
cycle. May also be dry cleaned but 
do not tumble dry.

It's a beautifully 
soft yarn with a plied construction 
that has an understated sheen and 
knits up smoothly to produce a 
soft fabric. The stitch definition is 
extremely good, making it ideal for 
a variety of knit stitches but what 
makes this yarn extra special is its 
colouring. Several tones/colours of 
tops are brought together before 
being combed and spun into yarn, 
making each of the available six 
shades dense and richly multi- 
tonal. A close look at the Aquarius 
shade shown here reveals a mixture 
of turquoise, ochre, green and 
blue. Made at the John Arbon 
mill in Devon, if you're looking to 
buy British then this is the yarn for 
you. Cool hand washing in a mild 
detergent is recommended.

Fashion Ribbon 



If you like your yarns big and 
bouncy then you'll love Rico 
Fashion Ribbon. It s a mega 
chunky fashion yarn made from 
100% acrylic with a chainette 
construction that means it's both 
fun and really quick to knit. With 
a standard tension of 6 sts and 
7 rows on 20mm needles the 
resulting fabric is lightweight 
despite the yarn's thickness and 
young knitters will really enjoy both 
the fast results and the palette of 
eight great shades, which includes 
the wonderfully acidic shade 005 
Lime, shown here. This yarn would 
really suit simply shaped garments 
worked in basic stitches or colour 
blocking but if crochet is more 
your thing then grab a 20mm hook 
and try using it for openwork lace 
structures. Gentle washing at 40°c 
is recommended, may also be dry 
cleaned but do not tumble dry.

Simple chic button cardigan 
by Sian Brown

Creating the buttonholes 



This classic, raglan sleeved cardigan is worked 
in stocking stitch and finished at the cuffs, 
neck and front opening edges with a 2 x 2 rib. 
Working a series of eyelets in the front opening 
rib is probably the simplest method for making 
buttonholes as there's no need to cast off any 
stitches to make the hole. 

The buttonholes are placed on the Right Side 
row as follows: 




2 Purl the next stitch then lift the slip st over the 
top. This works the same as k2tog but the knit 
stitch sits on top untwisted. 




3 Wrap the yarn twice around the needle then 
knit the next 2 sts together. You now have a 2 st 
buttonhole and the rib remains correct. Continue 
to the end of the row placing buttonholes as 
instructed by the pattern. 





4 On the following row when you come to the 
double yarn over knit into the back of the 1st 
loop as normal then slip only the first loop from 
the left needle. Next knit into the back of the 
2nd part of the double yarn over to keep the 
number of stitches correct. 



5 The completed buttonhole is like an 
enlarged lacehole and sits at the centre of the 
purl stitches. 



Still working into a 2 x 2 rib this technique gives a 
wider buttonhole as it is worked over 4 sts rather 
than two. The slit shaped opening with its firm, 
well-defined edges is much more like a traditional 
buttonhole as opposed to the lace hole created 
by the first technique. Lifting the stitches over 



each other rather than casting them off makes 
for a crisp edge whilst beginning and ending the 
buttonhole with a purl stitch rather than a knit 
ensures that the edges are practically invisible. 
(You may need to adjust the placement of 
buttonholes on your garment in order to do this). 




1 Rib 3 i.e p2, kl then insert the tip of the right 
needle into the next st as if to knit and slip it from 
left to right. 




1 Rib to buttonhole position ending with a k2. 
Purl the next stitch then slip the next 2 sts from 
left to right. 




2 Pass the 1st st over the second then *slipthe 
next stitch from left to right and pass the 2nd 
stitch over it. 2 sts 'cast off'. 
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3 Repeat from * until 4 sts have been cast off 
in this way. 




4 Pass the 5th loop back to the left needle then 
wrap yarn 3 times around the right needle. 
Wrapping fewer times than the number of sts 
cast off ensures that the edge doesn't stretch. 




5 Continue working in rib to the end of the row 
repeat steps 1 - 5 for the remaining buttonholes 
then on the following row rib as set working 
(kl, p2) all tbi into the triple wrap. 3 sts restored. 
To make the 4th st lift the horizontal bar onto 
the left needle and knit into the back of the 
loop to complete the buttonhole. 




6 The completed buttonhole sits across both 
knit and purl stitches.

Making the button loops 

This pretty tea dress also uses button fastening 
but this time using a series of button loops 
which are worked into the front opening edge. 
The advantage of button loops is that they can 
be applied to the garment after knitting and 
don't require that you pick up and knit into 
the side edges. 




1 Having folded the front opening 6 sts to the 
wrong side on both left and right fronts slip 
stitch in place then sew all buttons in place on 
the left side. Use markers made from contrast 
thread to mark the position of each button loop. 




2 Working from the wrong side insert the 
needle under the turned back edge so that it 
emerges at first marker in the edge of the work. 




3 Insert the needle at the second marker and pass 
it under the bar of the stitch then pull through. 
Make sure that the loop is not too loose. 




4 Once again passing under the bar of the stitch 
insert the needle at the first marker and you've 
created a double loop of yarn. 




5 To complete the loop buttonhole stitch over 
both loops by inserting the tip of the needle 
under the double loop then pass the yarn 
underneath the needle. 




6 Pull the needle all the way through to create a 
blanket stitch effect that covers both loops. 



7 Continue working in this way until the loops are 
completely covered. The finished loop should 
sit flat so take care that you don't work too many 
stitches as this can cause the button loop to twist.

Adding the colour with 
Swiss darning 



If your knitting skills aren't quite up to full-on 
colour knitting techniques like intarsia, Swiss 
darning is a simple way of adding colour to a 
project. This pretty cardigan is embroidered 
with floral sprays, which can be as bright or 
subtle as you choose. Whilst this version is 
scattered all over with floral motifs you could 
place them on just one shoulder travelling down 
onto the sleeve for a more asymmetric look. 

The buttonholes are placed on the right side 
row as follows: 




5 For the next stitch take the yarn across the 
back of the work and insert it from back to front 
through the fabric at the base of the stitch and 
repeat from * to * as required.

6 Each Swiss darned stitch should look exactly 
like a normal knitted stitch. If it sits proud of the 
knitting you can tweak it by using the tip of the 
needle to pull back on the yarn to adjust the 
tension. Take care though that you don't pull too 
tightly as this will distort the stitch. Lay a cloth 
over the surface of the knitting and steam with 
an iron to settle the stitches.

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Louise Lovell 



L ouise Lovell makes 
beautifully crafted, 
vintage style jewellery 
using found objects and 
a clever combination 
of knitted, printed and 
stitched fabrics. The result 
is an intricate mix of old and 
new, in which colour, texture and pattern are 
used to create pieces full of quirky charm and 
unexpected detail. By Diana Woolf 

What first inspired you to make your own 
jewellery? 

I have sewn and knitted all my life and then 
about ten years ago I was quite ill and wanted 
something to take my mind off everything so I 
started to play around with making jewellery. I 
always enjoyed working on a small scale (at the 
time I was re-modelling a dolls' house) and had 
always loved jewellery. I even remember as a 
child trying to make myself a ring out of an old 
coin, a curtain ring and shattered glass from a 
windscreen - it didn't work! 

Your jewellery is part textile, part antique 
shop finds - old coloured beads, buttons, 
brooches, pearls, chains and the like. How 
did you hit on the idea of using textiles to set 
ofF the vintage pieces? 

When I started out I asked myself, 'What can 
I do? What do I enjoy doing?' and as I love 
making textiles I thought I would try and use 
the skills that I already had rather than having 
to learn something new. It was a question of 
how to adapt those skills to making jewellery 
so it really progressed from there. And I started 
using the found objects as I love vintage things 
and really enjoy finding something and giving 
it a new lease of life. I'm not particularly green, 
but I just like the idea of using old things with a 
bit of history. 



How important a part of the jewellery 
is your knitting? 

Knitting makes a huge difference to the jewellery. 

I make little medallions either using the old 
pieces I find or out of hardened fabric and then 
knit very fine picot or lace edging around them 
like a frame. I sometimes add extra knitted 
details too, such as little coloured flowers or 
bobbles. Texture is very important for me and the 
combination of the hard jewellery with the soft 
knitting creates a lovely juxtaposition. 

Have you had to evolve a new way of knitting to 
accommodate the jewellery making process? 

Over the years my knitting has got progressively 
smaller and smaller and more intricate as the 
little details I tried to knit with normal size yarn 
and needles ended up looking too bulky- 1 
wanted to create pieces which were more 
dainty and wearable. I gradually discovered 
how to work with smaller needles and now use 
a normal knitting technique just using very, very 
small needles. They're the normal length, but 
the diameter is tiny- 1 use 0.9mm (UK 20) or 
1.5mm (UK 16). It makes it a bit more difficult, 
especially if you drop a stitch, so you have to 
concentrate quite hard. I knitted a jumper the 
other day for light relief on normal needles and 
it felt as though I was using a pair of rolling pins 
after using the tiny needles for so long! 

Other than having to learn to knit in miniature, 
what is the most important new technique 
you've had to learn? 

Digital printing. I started off by using old pieces 
of fabric, anything with a pattern on, then I 
stumbled across digital printing which opened 
up a whole new area for me. I now can use old 
photographs, or photographs I've taken myself 
of pieces of china or flowers from the garden, 
for example, manipulate them on the computer, 
downscale them and then print the end results 



onto fabric. Being able to print my own fabric 
was a huge leap forward as I don't have to rely 
on finding fabrics any more but can design my 
own materials. 

What do you do with these fabrics once 
you've printed them? 

I cut them out into little shapes - hearts, flowers, 
birds, medallions -and then stuff them to make 
them rock hard. Next I stitch them up and treat 
them with fabric stiffener so they are more 
durable. I then work out what goes with what, a 
bit like doing a jigsaw puzzle, until I end up with 
the look I want. 

And what is that look? 

Something that is very feminine and small and 
delicate, but quite intricate. I love pattern and 
I love layers of textures and colour so there is a 
lot going on in each piece, but I try not to make 
anything that jars visually as I like the separate 
elements to all blend into one. The vintage 
look is also important and a lot of my jewellery 
is about memory. I love using snippets of old 
fabric that I have collected or been given. And I 
use old family photographs too - I've got one of 
my grandmother and great uncle on the beach 
when they were children which I really adore as 
it's so evocative and I use it a lot. 

What are you plans for the future? 

Long term, I would like to spend more time 
dyeing my own yarns. I did a lovely course last 
summer learning to dye yarns using dyes made 
from flowers and leaves and I want to try and 
do more of that so that the jewellery is coloured 
with dyes made from the actual flowers that are 
printed on the fabrics. I think it would make an 
interesting connection between the two.

In Rajasthan in India, a few hours drive from 
Jaipur towards the desert in the west, lies the city 
of Pushkar. This is where one finds 'Pushkar Lake', 
the sacred lake of the Hindus. Hindus believe 
that water from this lake relieves you from all sins. 
It is supposed to be free, say the Hindu priests, 
but a minimum charge must be paid. 

Having passed the priests and descended the 
stone stairs to the shore, one has a beautiful 
view over the lake framed by blue, white and 
pink buildings, with women dressed in colourful 
saris reflected in the still water. 

The design is worked in two different yarns. 

The yarns are worked in stripes to create 
a transparent look wherever the fine yarn is 
used. Both yarns being 'space dyed', the fine 
yarn will resemble a reflection of the heavier 
yarn - as in the still water of the lake. 

BACK 

Using 3.5mm needles and A, 
cast on 78[94:102j sts.

Match the swatch 



To match the sizes and measurements given in our patterns you must 
make a tension swatch (gauge) before knitting the project. If your swatch 
turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller needles. If it is too small, 
try larger needles. 

Sewing up 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat to the 
measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water depending 
on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with cotton, 
wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams first, 
then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing 

by sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from wrong 
side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 

Choosing alternative yarns 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one 
given in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, 
you're onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the length 
of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the pattern uses 

10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need up to 1,300 
metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your new yarn and 
divide the total yarn length by the length in one ball to get the 
number of balls you need to make the item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if the 
original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight would 
be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many balls of 
new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of balls by the 
weight per ball. That should roughly match the 500g total that 
you had for the old yarn. It's just another way to check that you 
are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you just 
want to use up yarn in your stash.

Knitting for 
Eve Sandford 

From 1962 - 68 I knitted for Eve 
Sandford, a knitting designer from 
Wonersh in Surrey. I replied to an advert from 
her in the local paper and began knitting. Then, 
when her secretary left to have a baby I took over 
that job as well. Eve would write out her patterns, 

I would transcribe them and knit the garment, 
and she would submit it to a magazine. In 1963 
Honor Blackman wore a poncho that I had 
knitted on the front page of a new magazine out 
at that time, called, coincidentally. Knitting. Here 
is the front cover of the magazine from October 
1963. These old and tattered pages have just 
come to light again, together with several letters 
from Eve. I also made garments that were printed 
in Stitchcraft, Lee Target etc, and she put on an 
exhibition in Harveys, a shop in Guildford that is 
now House of Fraser. Eve was never very well; 
she had MS and had a heart attack during my 
time with her, and several spells in hospital. She 
died in 1985, aged in 
her late 40s I think. 

She was a charming 
lady. I am now 89 and 
have lots of happy 
memories. Fm still 
knitting, but these 
days mostly for 
Great-grandchildren 
- my fifth one is due 
in August.

Q Hi, hope you can help 
me please. I have started 
knitting the Foirisle scarf by 
Sarah Hazell but cannot find 
any reference to the moss stitch sections in the 
chart. Both the magazine and website copies 
seem to be missing this detail. Please can you 
tell me which sections are moss st and which 
are st st, so that I can complete the project as 
designed? Thank you in advance for your help 
Sharon Hoffman, by email 



A This cute and colourful scarf was first 
published in issue 107, Autumn 2012 as part of 
the Weekend Knits section. It uses five different

shades of a standard DK 
yarn, which means that it s 
a really great way to use up 
your stash. Also, because 
Sarah has used a combination 
of narrow, wide, Fairisle 
and moss stitch stripes, 
you could be much more 
adventurous with your 
colourway and bring together 
any odd ends of DK yarn 
that would otherwise go to 
waste creating a truly one 
off' version. Now, as you've 
rightly pointed out, although 
it refers to moss stitch in 
the written instructions the 
actual graphic instructions 
are missing from the chart. 
Strictly speaking you could 
work moss stitch into any of 
the plain stripe sections as it 
won't affect the tension of the 
scarf but in order to re-create 
the scarf as shown work it on 
Rows 11-14, 19-20, 45-46 and 
55-56. A copy of the chart 
with the amended moss stitch 
rows as black dots is also 
shown here.

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Crochet challenge 

Q After many years avoiding it I've decided to 
take the plunge and learn to crochet. It seems 
to have become far more trendy of late and with 
so many lovely designs now available I'd like to 
know if you can recommend a beginner crochet 
class? I've been knitting since I was a child so it 
can't be that difficult, can it?

A There's no doubt that like knitting, crochet 
often gets a bad press and generally from people 
whose childhood memories of it are similar to 
mine. I grew up in a house where in addition to 
knitting my mum did lots of crochet using tiny 
steel hooks and fine cotton threads. Whilst I 
don't remember her making many garments I do 
remember her mastering the most intricate lace 
structures which were draped over the backs 



of sofas, placed in the centre of coffee tables 
and on more than one occasion transformed by 
sugar and starch into delicate looking but fiercely 
dangerous works of hooked art. It's amazing 
how starching a crocheted vase holder can make 
it razor sharp - and it does, believe me. As an 
adult I came to crochet much later than knitting 
and must admit that it took me quite a while to 
pick up the basics. Whilst I had mum on hand to 
help me I also found that getting hold of a book 
with clear instructions on how to hold both yarn 
and hook was absolutely essential for achieving 
a consistent tension. It's also great if the book 
has diagrams showing the basic stitches like slip 
stitch, double crochet, half treble etc which you'll 
be able to refer back to. (I've just read this over 
and it makes me sound incredibly old-school). 

Of course the Internet has thousands of online 
resources such as YouTube where you can see 
how to master the basics but just be aware that 
the videos may refer to US crochet terms which 
are different to those we may be used to here in 
the UK. Fora choice ofonline crochet classes 
have a look at www.craftsy.com.

the 'crochet camp' button in the side menu. If 
you prefer face-to-face tuition and would like to 
find a crochet workshop near you visit the UK 
Handknitting website (www.ukhandknitting. 
com) which lists courses by region. Once 
you get the basics under your belt you'll be 
hooked (sorry) and will no doubt aspire to more 
advanced techniques. For inspiration have a look 
at the designs of Jane Crowfoot, whose work is 
both beautiful and sophisticated taking crochet 
to a new level far removed from the woolly 
granny square. Designs are available as individual 
downloads and they're the perfect way to work 
your way up to the advance techniques used 
in her Crochet Club projects. You can find her 
website at www.janiecrow.co.uk.

Laura 'Purl Princess' Parkinson ponders the acceptability of 
knitting errors whilst accidentally dropping all her stitches 




I t's true; we all make mistakes and our knitting 
isn't immune to this statement. The question 
is, what mistakes do you go back and put right 
and which mistakes are acceptable to bear? 

I was in need of an easy, minimum effort, 
maximum satisfaction kind of project. As I was 
searching through my stash, a green and purple 
yarn caught my eye; some sock yarn by Artist 
Pallet Sweet Feet in The joker colourway. And I 
decided that socks were the answer to my project 
need. Pattern-wise, I could have gone for my tried 
and tested basic sock recipe but the satisfaction 
level would have been low. Then a pattern called 
Brainless by Yarnissima jumped out at me and 
I decided that being brainless was just what I 
needed. However this was my first mistake as the 
pattern turned out not to be brainless at all, rather 



Must Try: 

The special techniques I had to YouTube were 
certainly worth learning. Search for Judy's Magic 
Cast On for an invisible start to toe up socks 

and Jeny's Surprisingly Stretching Bind Off, 

which does what it says on the tin for any cast off 
requiring that extra stretch. 

Must Go:

'Brainy Brainless' which is what I then named the 
project. There were magic cast-ons and special 
stretchy bind-offs that I had to YouTube, no less 
than four charts involved, cabling, lots of knitting 
into the back of stitches and, to top it off, my first 
attempt had to be ripped back from the heel as 
it was too small. Obviously I was the brainless 
part of the pattern as I hadn't even checked my 
tension. That will teach me. 

The first sock was full of issues. Even after 
the ripping back I managed to make the 
cable uneven, lost a stitch somewhere in the 
increasing and messed up the ribbing. But I 
carried on regardless of these glaring errors and 
it got me thinking as I cast on the second sock 
about the acceptability of error. 

I broke it down into three key points. 

Number one: the socks were for me 
and so, instantly, error was much more 
acceptable than if I were knitting them 
for someone else. I bet there are some 
knitters out there for whom this 
would be the other way around! 

Numbertwo: they are socks and 
therefore on a part of your body 
that very few people are going 
to look at, let alone scrutinise 
for pattern inconsistencies. 

Which brings me onto 
number three: who 
would even notice 
these mistakes 
but me? Possibly 



someone with OCD but I vouch that even a knitter 
wouldn't pick them out unless they were actively 
looking for mistakes. And even if they did what 
would they do? Parade me around town, holding 
my be-socked feet aloft and inviting all knitters 
to inspect and berate my shoddy workmanship? 
I'm ninety-nine percent sure that this would never 
happen. Knitters are lovely people, right? 

The second sock was much easier, as second 
socks often are. I ironed out the issues I'd 
had with the first 'Brainy' Brainless sock and 
although they weren't identical twins they 
definitely looked related. And guess what, 
no one commented on the wonky cables, the 
missing stitch or dodgy ribbing. Possibly they 
were too polite, but probably these mistakes 
just didn't matter. In life it's our mistakes that give 
us character, a story to tell and help us 
learn and grow. Perhaps we should 
allow the mistakes in our handmade 
items to be the same? 

So what is your margin of 
acceptable knitting error? A few 
stitches wrong here and there? 
One sleeve slightly longer than 
the other? Huge, great big 
holes and dropped stitches 
all over? Perhaps you'd 
better review that last 
one or get ready to 
be paraded around 
town by a gang of 
OCD knitters.
